Selectmen keep up 
pressure on 
School Committee

WILMINGTON — For the 
third straight meeting, the 
Board of Selectmen devoted 
time in their open meeting 
to challenge the circum- 
stances surrounding the sev- 
erance deal with former 
superintendent Mary DeLai.

drunk driving. Members of 
the selectmen have cited 
public calls for transparency 
regarding both the details of 
DeLai’s severance payments 
and the process by which 
the School Committee ar- 
rived at their final decision. 
Broussard declined to at- 
tend the selectmen’s meet- 
ing, citing a family commit- 
ment. However, Broussard 
and interim superintendent 
Joanne Benton did submit 
the fiduciary details of the 
separation agreement to the 
selectmen to be entered into

WILMINGTON — Bill Cava- 
naugh, a lieutenant and fire 
prevention professional in 
the Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment, will never forget a fire 
that happened during the hol- 
iday season. He offered tips 
to help keep your family safe 
during the holidays. 

“One fire that stands out for 
me happened three weeks 
after Christmas,” Cavanaugh 
said. “The family had 
cleaned out their fireplace 
and left the ash outside the 
back door, which caught -the 
house on fire. When the fire 
was out and we were check- 
ing the house for damage, we 
saw that all of the kids’ toys 
were ruined. Having young 
children myself, that really 
stuck with me.” 

During the holidays, many 
departments see an increase 
in fire calls as a result.of 
cooking incidents, failure. to 
water cut Christmas trees, 
and use of space heaters. 

“The live Christmas trees 
are possibly the greatest fire 
danger around the holiday 
season,” Cavanaugh said. 
“Taking proper precautions 
such as daily watering and 
being sure to keep heat sour- 
ces away from the tree will 
help to keep your holiday 
safe.”

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Scandinavian Christmas celebrations of 100 years ago

‘Christmas traditions vary 
from one family to another. 
In our family, there were two 
very different ways of cele- 
brating Christmas. My 
father’s side, with its Danish 
and Swedish heritage, tended 
to have a bigger celebration 
than.my mother’s family. My 
mother’s family, the Nortons, 
would celebrate Christmas 
more quietly. 

‘My aunt, Sylvia Neilson, 
wrote a family history which 
told of Christmas in the Neil- 
son household of 100 years 
ago; She wrote: 

“For that is just what the 
family did on Christmas Eve, 
dance*around the Christmas 
tree alight with many can- 
dles and bedecked with paper 
flags. of many nations. The 
old Danish Christmas song, 
Nu Er-Det Jul Igen (Now it is 
Christmas again) was never 
sung» more enthusiastically 
or more discordantly. 
‘“Christmas trees, by the 


way, were not too common 
in those days, at least not in 
a small New England town 
replete with Puritan tradi- 
tions. Scandinavians, when 
they settled in New 
England, were horrified at 
the sober celebration of 
Christmas in these parts. 
“Caroline Neilson did her 
best to preserve an old Swe- 
dish custom of Christmas 
Eve. She would serve Lut Fisk 
(cod aged in a solution of lime 
and soda). The kids didn’t 
take to this tradition. More 
agreeable was the rice pud- 
ding in which one almond was 
hidden. Whoever got the al- 
mond in his serving would get 
married the following year. 
“Pete Neilson added his 
own concoction to the Christ- 
mas celebration. Every year, 
he would make a bowl of 
Glegg, a traditional Swedish 
Christmas drink comprised 
of various alcoholic bever- 
ages poured over a mixture 
of dried fruits. The mixture, 
with cinnamon sticks added, 
was left to stand for three to 


four weeks or so before im- 
bibing took place.” 

A photo sent to me by my 
second cousin Dan Carter 
brought back memories of he 
Christmas party at Eddie and 
Mildred Neilson’s. The picture 
is of a great many Neilsons 
singing Christmas carols. 

Eddie was my father’s first- 
cousin, and he had five broth- 
ers and sisters. By the time 
you include spouses, cousins 
and children, the party was 
quite large. My mother would 
refer to my father’s “cousins 
by the dozens.” 

The tradition began at the 
“old farm” on Chestnut Street 
in the 1890s. For many years, 
the celebration was at The 
Elms, which Eddie’s parents, 
“Pop” and Stine Neilson 
bought in 1907. They ran a 
farm and summer boarding 
house, at Glen Road and 
Harnden Street, near Silver 
Lake. And their Christmas 
parties were said to have 
been something special. 

Eddie married Mildred Buck 
and they built a house near 
the Elms. Eventually, the par- 
ty moved from the Elms to

Eddie and Mil- 
dred’s house. 

The party was a 
decades-old tradi- 
tion by the time my brothers 
and I came on the scene. We 
would get dressed up, and 
bundle into the car and head 
for Glen Road. Of course, 
there would be lots of food, 
fun and singing. There 
would be a great many peo- 
ple, and the memories of 
those parties are still a won- 
derful bond among cousins. 

The decorations at Eddie 
and Mildred’s were always 
exquisite. The Christmas 
tree would be in the base- 
ment playroom. There was a 
small pass-through door for 
access to the firewood pile, 
and that door made the base- 
ment a fascinating place for 
youngsters to explore. 

Those parties ended in the 
mid-1950s when Eddie be- 
came ill. 

At home, we celebrated 
Christmas much more quiet- 
ly. Every year, we would go 
out to the edge of the woods 
and cut a small white pine. I 
can remember thinking that 
our tree was different than 
those of our friends, kind of 
like Charlie Brown’s, but 
what a great time we had, 
choosing and cutting the tree! 

We would take the tree to 
the fire station, where the 
firemen would spray it with a 
fire retardant solution, made 
with Borax. 

Our Christmas tree stand 
was simply two boards and a

The School Department 
had originally planned for 
one bus to cover the entire 
town for the Wynn/TMHS 
run and for the Ryan School. 
However, due to higher than 
anticipated _ participation, 
and the location of students' 
homes, students have been

Occa- 
sionally new ones were added 
to replace those we broke. We 
would string popcorn. Once 
my brother Peter started 
school, we would make 
chains of colored paper 
loops. The fanciest part of 
our decorations was a string 
of Noma bubble lights. We 
would sit and watch, waiting 
for the first one to bubble. 

One other treat we had at 
Christmas was making cook- 
ies. Our mother always in- 
volved us in such projects, 
and we became adept at 
rolling out dough and cutting 
shapes such as trees, stars 
and reindeer. Once they were 
baked, well, of course, they 
had to be tested. 

We would each get one pres- 
ent from our parents, and 
would exchange presents with 
our brothers. There would 
probably be one or two other 
presents from relatives. And 
that was it. Depending on our 
age, the presents might be 
something like a top, a board 
game, or a truck. Eventually 
we moved up the ladder and 
got electric trains, an erector 
set or a chemistry set. One 
year, Aunt Sylvia was sta- 
tioned in Germany, and she 
sent us each a drafting set, 
quite nice. 

We lived two doors away 
from our maternal grand- 
parents, and after breakfast, 
we’d head over to open more 
presents there. Again, each 
of us got one present. We’d 
have Christmas dinner with 
them. Grammy Norton was 
a wonderful cook. Their tree 
was much like ours, as we’d 
cut both of them. 

In the afternoon, we’d head 
back down Glen Road to visit 
our paternal grandparents.

Coping with holiday stress, 
expectations may be weighing you down

“Tis the season to be 
stressed out ... fa la la la la 
la la.” 

Yes, we are in the midst of 
it. It’s the holidays. And ac- 
cording to the American 
Psychological Association 
(APA), one out of every 
three of us is probably ready 
to deck something other 
than the halls. But there are 
ways to avoid that scene. 

The APA study, conducted 
by Greenburg Quinlan Ros- 
ner Research, showed the 
leading sources of holiday 
stress are the lack of time, 
budget issues, and the com- 
mercialization or “hype” of 
the holidays. Add long lines 
at stores and extra travel 
with potentially bad weath- 
er, and it can be overwhelm- 


ing. 

So perhaps this is a good 
time to manage our stress by 
examining and tackling holi- 
day specific causes. Sure the 
standard coping tips such as 
deep breathing exercises, 


_ more physical exercise, and 


practicing acceptance and 


| gratitude will help, but per- 
| haps there is more. 


Many experts point to the 
issue of expectations when 


' discussing the increased 
} pressure of the holiday sea- 


son. The idea of having it 


| all...the prefect decorations, 


the most fabulous meal, the 


; exact well-received gifts...is 


the baseline for the issue. 
That greeting card picture is 
all around us. It’s on TV. It’s 
flashed on web sites. And 
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part is TMHS seniors 
deciding to further their 
education at a college level. 
The TMHS class of 2017 


perhaps it’s in our memories 
as we recall our childhood 
experiences. You know — the 
ones where we didn’t recog- 
nize all that our parents did, 
and our own basic expecta- 
tions and standards were 
simple. 

We can start to tone down 
our expectation-stress if 
we recognize we don’t need 
perfection. Be careful of 
those unrealistic self-imp- 
osed standards. They usual- 
ly involve the word or feel- 
ing of “should.”

Focus on reality and not 
Lifetime TV movies or mem- 
ories. Pull away from expec- 
tations and focus on the pres- 
ent situation of your life. You 
may learn to love the holiday 
as it is for you now and not 
the pop culture version or the 
one of days gone by. 

Think about this expecta- 
tion-stress concept, and then 
maybe you can set priorities 
and simplify the demands. 
How important is it to drive 
to that special bakery in NH 
to get that pie? Won’t anoth- 
er bakery nearby do? Do you 
have to do all the cooking or 
can you accept or ask for 
help? Is it necessary to go to 
every social event? Can you 
visit some relatives on 
another day? See what is 
really important and what 
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will graduate together on 
June 2, 2017 and then 
depart their separate ways 
to whatever college and 


can be skipped or simplified. 

And when it comes to gifts, 
try not to let this giving and 
getting event grow a life if 
its own. It doesn’t have to be 
perfect. A certain amount of 
thought is required. But it 
may be helpful to remember 
you really cannot guarantee 
how someone will react to 
your present or predict the 
type of gifts you will receive.

Starting this month, part- 
ner agencies will begin dis- 
tributing an informational 
palm card to inform the pub- 
lic about how to safely dis- 
pose of unused, unwanted or 
expired prescription medica- 
tions of any kind. These 
cards will be distributed 
across all 12 CVS and Wal- 
greens pharmacies in Lo- 
well, Tewksbury and Chelms- 
ford to customers who obtain 
a prescription narcotic. In 
addition, the cards will be 
distributed by Lowell Gen-

out, jewelry, alcohol, and golf 
bags. 

Many veterans attended’ the 
event and supported the 
cause. One of those veterans 
was Thomas Kelley who, 
Steve Ahern explained, has a 
Congressional Metal of Hon- 
or from his time fighting in 
Vietnam. Kelley was in 
charge of an eight boat river 
convoy which came under 
attack resulting in a severe 
head wound. He was unable 
to stand or to speak clearly, 
but he continued to relay di- 
rections to the convoy until 
all of the boats were repaired 
and the group was able to 
move to safety. 

Even though he lost an ‘eye 
in the attack, he remained on 
active duty and retired: in 
1990 with the rank of Captain: 
Kelley was also Massachu- 
setts Secretary of Veterans 
Affairs from 2003 to 2011. 

Another veteran in atten- 
dance was Enoch “Woody” 
Woodhouse. 

“He is 90-years old and was 
a Tuskegee Airman during 
World War II,” Steve Ahern 
explained. “They were the 
first all black unit, and had 
one of the lowest loss rec- 
ords.” 

The gift cards provided to 
the children from this event 
allow them to buy toys and 
other things that they may 
want around Christmas time. 

“Doing this is important for 
the children, they are often 
the forgotten part of the mil- 
itary experience and it’s im- 
portant to remember them,” 
said Lissa Ahern.

the public record. 

“For the period from Oct. 4, 
2016 through June 30, 2017, 
Ms. DeLai shall receive 19 
pay checks each in the gross 
amount of $6,630.27 per pay- 
check, for a total compensa- 
tion during the period of 
$125,975.13,” said Broussard’s 
written statement. 

While the financial aspect 
of the DeLai deal is subject to 
public knowledge, the School 
Committee has made it clear 
that they will not release 
additional information on the 
terms of DeLai’s departure. 

“The terms of the separation 
agreement between the for- 
mer superintendent and the 
School Committee are confi- 
dential as the former superin- 
tendent’s departure was han- 
dled by the School Committee 
as a personnel matter,” Brous- 
sard wrote. 

She went on, “I hope that 
you will respect the School 
Committee’s statutory re- 
sponsibility as the overseer 
of the Wilmington Public 
Schools.

All three sisters 
have played soccer since 
day-one, while Annie is also 
a basketball player. 

“Growing up it was hectic,” 
said Wingate with a laugh. 
“Our home life has always 
been erazy running around 
with different people need- 
ing to be in different places 
because all of us play a lot of 
high end sports.

I would get a hurt a 
couple of times, but that 
helped me learn that I need- 
ed to be stronger.” 

Annie and Ella also play 
for the Club Stars Soccer 
team. Annie is a freshman 
at WHS and is coming off a 
terrific season playing for 
the Freshmen Team, and is 
now a member of the JV 
Girls Hoop team. 

“With Annie, since we are 
so close in age, I just feel 
like it was always a competi- 
tion between us,” said 
Olivia. “That's fun but at 
the time you say 'why do we 
have this'? It doesn't really 
matter. We are both great at 
what we do. She's an awe- 
some soccer player, she's an 
awesome basketball player, 
she wants to play piano and 
she's very good at it so any- 
thing she wants to do, she 
can do it. 

“Hila being the youngest, 
she's the funny one. She's 
crazy and she's still the little 
baby of the family. My par- 
ents still treat her as the lit- 
tlest one and she always gets 
what she wants. All four of 
us are really close. My sis- 
ters and I do a lot of things 
together. My brother lives on 
his own now in New 
Hampshire but he visits 
about once a week. He helps 
me a lot talking to me about 
sports and about different 
things.”

The WHS Girls' Hockey 
team plays in easily the 
most difficult league in the 
entire state. The 2015-'16 
Wildcats struggled with a 2- 
17-1 overall record. Before 
the season started, the team 
didn't have a goalie until 
senior Jamie Spinazola vol- 
unteered even though she 
had no prior experience 
inbetween the pipes. 
Certainly two wins on the 
season was a tough pill to 
swallow for an incredibly 
competitive person like 
Wingate. 

“The girls were great about 
the season,” she said. “We 
tried to make things more 
positive, we tried to make it 
a good environment and I 
feel that we mostly did that. 
But the games, the way. they 
were run, it didn't just mesh 
together well. We were very 
young and we just needed 
more time to work on skills 
and things like that as we 
were just kind of thrown 
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together as a team. We did- 
n't even have a goalie until 
Jamie stepped up. It was 
kind of a mess, but we 
pushed through it but it was 
all that it could be. I was OK 
with the season.” 

Wingate played on the first 
line usually with linemates 
and her good friends Jillian 
Miele and Danielle Silva, but 
sometimes that changed if 
Miele was dropped down to 
defense. While the team only 
won two games and scored 
55 goals in 20 games, 
Wingate scored almost half 
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of those goals, around 20.

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Spent 21 years with program, last 9 as head coach

WILMINGTON - Last 
Wednesday morning, Mike 
Barry walked into the athlet- 
ic director's office and 
informed Tim Alberts that 
he was resigning as the head 
football coach at Wilmington 
High School effective imme- 
diately. A new coach will 
likely be named later next 
month or early February, 
according to Alberts. 

Barry has been with the 
program for 21 years, includ- 
ing serving the last nine as 
the head coach after serving 
as an assistant under former 
head coach Bob Almeida the 
previous 12 years dating 
back to 1996. Barry leaves 
with an overall record of 47- 
51 which includes a 25-8 
record during three years of 
competing in the Cape Ann 
League and a 22-43 overall 
record in the six years com- 
peting in the Middlesex 
League. He also was 0-3 in 
three first round playoff

games. 
“Mike came down 
(Wednesday) morning to 


inform me,” said Alberts on 
Thursday afternoon. “He 
had talked things over with 
his wife and it was just a 
personal decision for him to 
resign. He had been here 
nine years as the head coach 
and 21 overall, so it was his 
decision to resign. Mike's a 
great coach. He truly cares 
about the kids. He put a ton 
of time in and he's a hard 
worker. He always did what 
was right for the kids. 
Certainly the record wasn't 
great (lately) but that's cer- 
tainly not how we judged 
him as a coach. He's a great 
coach for the students and 
he's worked hard over the 
last two decades.” 

The Town Crier caught up 
with Barry later Thursday 
afternoon and he was asked 
about his decision. 

“The last two games made 
the decision a lot harder 
because we played really 
well against Bedford and we 
played really well against 
Tewksbury who is really 
good this year,” he said. “It 
was tough because it was 
like "hey we got things going 
in the right direction’ which 
I: «do think we do, especially 
on -defense and especially 
with the effort we received 
from the kids towards the 
end. of the season. They all 
just really improved and 
stuff like that, but at the end 
of the day it was just time to 
move on.” 

In the history of WHS 
Football, there have been 
eight head coaches dating 
back to the 1920's-1930s with 
Johnny Grinell who came 
before Harold Driscoll ('36- 
'46) and Anthony DeToso 
(*47-'55). The Town Crier 
doesn't have  win-loss 
records for those three 
coaches, but after that Fred 

llissimo served from 1956 
to 1978 compiling a 121-62-15 
record, before John Ritchie

served from 1978 to 1982 and 
had a 35-22-1 record. After 
that followed Ed Harrison 
from '83-'92 (22-60-3), Gerry 
Sullivan from 1993-'95 (8-22) 
and Bob Almeida from '97- 
07 (103-29-1). 

Throughout the history of 
the program, Barry ranks 
third all-time in longevity 
behind Bellissimo and 
Almeida and also ranks 
third all-time in wins with 47 
(excluding the first three 
coaches). Certainly being 
with one program for 21 
years is a long time. 

“I'm just happy to have 
been able to develop the 
relationships over 21 years 
with some of these kids,” 
said Barry. “When I still see 
them, kids I see once a year, 
once every five or ten years, 
but when I do see them it's 
always pleasant, it's always 
nice. You don't connect with 
all of the kids but I feel like 
I connected with a great 
majority of them and mostly 
in a positive way and some 
of those kids I could see ten 
years from now and I'll still 
enjoy talking with them. 
That's the one thing that 
will always stick with me is 
that so many of these kids 
are just great, great kids.” 

Barry came to WHS before 
the start of the 1996 school 
year. He had applied for a 
teacher's position and 
accepted it serving as a 
Special Education Teacher 
and during that time 
Wilmington was also without 
a football coach. He applied 
for the position and lost out 
to a person he had never met 
before in Bob Almeida. 
Almeida was named the new 
coach by then Athletic 
Director Jim Gillis who then 
suggested to Almeida then 
he meet with Barry with the 
possibility of taking him on 
as an assistant. He did. 
Barry spent 12 years under 
Almeida serving 10 as the 
offensive line coach, four 
years as the defensive coor- 
dinator, two years as the 
offensive coordinator as well 


as several seasons as the 
tight ends/defensive ends 
coach. 

“J have to thank Jimmy 
Gillis who hired me and 
gave me the opportunity to 
coach here, Bob Almeida for 
taking me on his staff and 
everything he did for me 
during our 12 years together 
and Ed Harrison. He was a 
guy who really helped me a 
lot during my nine years as 
head coach,” said Barry. 

Almeida left WHS after the 
2007 season and took the 
same position at Malden 
Catholic before moving on to 
Stoneham where he still cur- 
rently coaches. At the time 
that Almeida left, he strong- 
ly recommended that Barry 
take the WHS position, say- 
ing he was the best assistant 
coach he has ever worked 
with at the time. 

Before coming to WHS, 
Barry played football as a 
guard/linebacker for 
Danvers High School before 
a very brief career at 
Westfield State where he 
graduated in 1989 with a 
degree in History. He went 
on to become a graduate 
assistant at Clarion 
University in Pennsylvania 
as a defensive ends coach, 
before moving on as a volun- 
teer coach for a year at 
Dartmouth College. After 
that he spent a year working 
for NFL Europe in the Films 
Department, before coming 
back to the area serving as 
an assistant coach at both 
Masconomet and 
Framingham High School. 

After Almeida asked him to 
join his staff for the 1996 sea- 
son, Barry has been on the 
sidelines ever since which 
started with the 29-0 win 
over the reigning Division 
4B Super Bowl Champs from 
Newburyport at Alumni 
Field in mid September of 
'96 and ended with a hard- 
nosed loss to Tewksbury on 
Thanksgiving morning, also 
at Alumni Field. During the 
21 years, Barry was a part of 
150 victories (80 losses and 1

tie), 5 league titles (1 solo) 
and four playoff games, all 
defeats including 2004 and 
then the three straight from 
2013-"15. 

“Kven though you were the 
head coach (for the past 
nine years) to me the twen- 
ty-one years I've just kind of 
put them all together and I 
just think about all of the 
great kids who have come 
through here,” he _ said. 
“Some of the kids who come 
to mind right away were not 
necessarily the star players, 
but it's always the kid who 
came in as a freshman or as 
a sophomore and by the 
time you saw them leave as 
a senior, that player became 
much improved. You saw the 
effort that they put into it 
over the last three or four 
years that they had. Those 
are the kinds of kids I 
remember and I could men- 
tion some names, but I'd 
leave people out and I don't 
want to do that.” 

Barry was asked about his 
personal highlights over the 
21 years. Certainly that 1996 
team stands out and the 2004 
team which was 11-0 before 
losing to Hingham in the 
first round of the playoffs. 

“The '04 team, the '96 team 
those years with Bob, my 
second year as head coach 
2009 those are some of the 
teams that stick out,” he 
said. “That was a nice run 
we went on in those early 
years (as head coach) dur- 
ing the years we played in 
the Cape Ann League and 
the first couple of years we 
were in the Middlesex 
League. Those were great 
teams to coach and there 
were so many hard-nosed 
tough Wilmington kids on 
those teams.” 

In his first three years as 
head coach, Barry reeled off 
records of 9-2, 8-3 and 8-3 
before Wilmington switched 
from the CAL to the ML. In 
the first year of 2011, the 
‘Cats finished 6-4 but after 
that never had a record of 
.500 or better finishing at 2- 


9, 3-8, 4-7, 4-7 and 3-8. 

“Al personally think when- 
ever you look at a program 
the size of Wilmington, you 
have to go through some 
lean years,” he said when 
asked about the win-loss 
record between the two 
leagues. “As much success 
that Tewksbury has had, I 
have been around long 
enough to see a couple, not a 
lot, of Brian (Aylward's) 
lean years and the thing 
about is you are really look- 
ing for that one class to kind 
of spur things up a bit. Brian 
got it as I remember that 
Super Bowl year in (2011) 
when they were 7-6 and that 
class was just super tough. 
We played a_— great 
Thanksgiving Day game 
against them that year, but 
that class seemed to spur 
that success on to the class- 
es that followed. I think we 
can get there with next 
year's senior class, so part 
of (my) timing is to get out 
of the way and let the new 
guy come in and have him 
do what he needs to do dur- 
ing the off-season.” 

While the last five years 
has been a struggle in terms 
of wins and losses, Barry 
was asked if he had any 
regrets. 

“It's certainly not a regret 
but when I talked to the 
team (last Wednesday) you 
look for things that will stick 
with you and one of the 
things that stuck with me 
this year is this particular 
team, this particular senior 
class because they didn't get 
enough credit for the 
amount of hard work that 
they put in and their ability 
to handle adversities and 
their ability to handle the 
injuries we had especially 
early on,” he replied. “The 
season did not start out the 
way we wanted it too and 
things didn't go well but at 
the end of the day, we beat a 
league champion in Bedford 
and we played a top 25 team 
(in the state) in Tewksbury 
as hard as anyone could 
have played them. I think 
most of the people who were 
at that game will have 
noticed that. 

“TJ just regret sometimes 
that the kids themselves did- 
n't get that recognition. 
When you have the record 
that we had, they don't the 
recognition of the really 
important things they had 
such as character, their abil- 
ity to stick through things 
and go through adversity. 
It's not a regret, it's just I 
wish these kids from this 
year's team got more credit 
for that because I think that 
kind of got lost a little bit. I 
can't control a lot of that. 

“We went through a lot of 
injuries. We had 13 of the 22 
positions out in the 
Burlington game. If you 
watched them play, we beat 
them in the second half. We 
lost that game and people 
are saying ‘you lost, you 
lost, you lost and you lost' 
but T m like 'did you see the 
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kids playing their butts off? 
Did you see the goal.line 
stand? Did you see us{con- 
vert three fourth downs and 
punch the ball in and ‘stuff 
like that'. I always appreci- 
ated stuff like that, always 
have.” 

He also certainly appreei- 
ated the efforts of his long- 
time assistants. ‘ 

“T want to thank my assis- 
tant coaches (Dan 
McConologue, Joe 
Cavanaugh, Rich DeLueia, 
Carl Stauffer and I had a:lot 
of other assistants. over the 
years. We brought in Kenny 
Luongo this year and he was 
a former player, Kevin Riley 
has been with us for a good 
portion of my time here. I 
want to thank those guys 
because if I keep going, it's 
a long list and I don't want 
to leave anyone out,” eue 
said. 

He also thanked his family 
especially his wife Kelly, 
who has been by his side 
every step of the way during 
the great victories and sea- 
sons and the tough losses 
and tougher seasons. 

“My wife Kelly is awesome 
and you couldn't possibly 
ask for anyone better,’. he 
said. “She comes from, an 
athletic family so that part 
was easy. She comes froma 
hockey family, her father 
coached high school football 
for a long time so she under- 
stood the whole deal so, that 
made it easier. She's been 
nothing but super. It may not 
be such a bad idea to spend 
some time with her. It's not 
right because as a coach, 
you end up spending more 
time with your players than 
you do with your family. ‘It's 
just the way it is and when 
you think about it, it's kind 
of warped but it's just the 
way it is. Most coaches will 
tell you the same thing.” ’ 

Barry was also asked if he 
has_ plans 
again. 

“I'm going to take some 
time off, I'm going to enjoy 
my family and whatever 
happens, happens,” he said. 
“Tf I catch on somewhere 
maybe and I will keep my 
options open but I haven't 
thought of any of it at» this 
time. I haven't put~any 
thought into that decision 
whatsoever. This decisior 
just came down to it's time 
to move on. Twenty-one 
years is a long time? S6es 4 

Indeed it is and Alberts 
who has been on the job- for 
just several months, certain- 
ly paid his respects for the 
job that Barry did. ~ 

“I would like to thank Mike 
Barry for the past 21°years 
of service to the Wilmington 
High School football ‘pro- 
gram,” said Alberts. “Mike 
has made a personal de¢i- 
sion not to continue as the 
Varsity Head Football 
Coach. Mike has made“a 
tremendous contribution. to 
the athletic community: and 
I wish him the best of luck.”

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - A day 
after receiving the news that 
Mike Barry resigned as the 


head football coach, 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Director Tim 


Alberts - who has been on 
the job for a little over five 
months - was asked what 
the timeline would be for 
Barry's replacement. 

“We post all fall positions 
sooh, maybe in the next 
week,” said Alberts. “With 
the ‘holidays coming up and 
vacation, we're looking right 
after the new year to have a 
committee review candi- 
dates and interview candi- 
dates. I'll sit down with 
(Principal) Linda (Peters) 
and see how she wants to set 
up the committee. I'd imag- 
ine I would want students, 
faculty and parents as repre- 
sentation on the committee. 
I'think that's important.” 
Alberts was also asked 
about the current assistant 
staff which includes Rich 
DeLucia, Joe Cavanaugh, 
Carl Stauffer, Dan 
McConologue, Kevin Riley, 
Kenny Luongo as well as 
Phil Minghella, Sean

and Steve 


Murphy 
Crampton. 

“Every position at the high 
school is a one-year posi- 
tion,” he said. “Certainly all 
of the football coaches did a 
great job and whoever is the 
next coach, I will strongly 
recommend they take a look 
at the current staff. I think 
it's good and it's a good 
group of guys. That's impor- 
tant. 

“It's kind of an unknown 
right now, but I think they 
all did a great job and I 
would like them to be consid- 
ered when the new coach is 
named.” 

There are several obvious 
candidates already out there 
including former WHS coach 
Gerry Sullivan, former 
Burlington High School 
coach Shawn McGuire and 
possibly Wayne Pandolph, a 
longtime assistant on the 
Melrose staff. 

Sullivan was an outstand- 
ing player here at WHS and 
at UMass-Lowell (before the 
program folded) and was 
first an assistant under Ed 
Harrison before taking over 
as head coach for three sea- 
sons in 1993 to 1995 compil- 
ing an 8-22 record while 
Wilmington competed in the 


Cape Ann League. 
Before the '95 season start- 
ed, he informed then 


Athletic Director Jim Gillis 
that he would be stepping 
down as coach, but later in 
the season he changed his 
mind and wanted to stay. 
Gillis told him he had to 
reapply. He did, and Gillis 
elected Bob Almeida 
instead. 

When Almeida left after 
the 2007 season, Sullivan, 
Pandolph and Barry were 
the three finalists and 
Harrison, who took over for 
Gillis as AD, went with 
Barry. 

Since leaving WHS, 
Sullivan went on to become 
an assistant and then head 
coach at Merrimack College, 
first on an interim basis in 
2001 before he resigned in 
June of 2003. Both the 2001 
and '02 teams finished 6-4 
while competing in the NE- 
10 Conference. He also has 
spent time with the Nichols 
College program and many 
years as a terrific coach in 
the Wilmington Pop Warner 
program. 

McGuire is also a local res- 
ident and like Sullivan also 
finished up a long tenure as 
a terrific coach in the 


Wilmington Pop Warner pro- 
gram. In addition he served 
as a coach in the BHS pro- 
gram for over 30 years first 
as an offensive coordinator 
in the early 1990’s before 
becoming the head coach in 
1993. He resigned during the 
middle of this season after 
alleged accusations of ver- 
bal misconduct, although he 
denied any wrong doing. He 
finished with a career 
record of 142-106-6. 

He is a Hall of Fame 
Athlete at BHS where he 
excelled in football and 
other sports, before playing 
at Cornell University. 

Pandolph is pure specula- 
tion but he was a finalist 
back in 2008. He is a long- 
time assistant coach at 
Melrose High School, while 
he has coached baseball for 
many years at the subvarsi- 
ty level in Woburn and is a 
longtime - and very good - 
basketball official. He 
resides and teaches in 
Woburn. 

Again pure speculation, 
but other names Wilmington 
could consider could include 
Almeida, or someone like 
Gavin Monagle, the current 
head coach at Masconomet, 
who runs the 'Spread 


Offense’. He has served as 
an assistant at Savio Prep (5 
years), Merrimack College 

(2 years) and Masconomet 
(7 years) as well as a head 
coach at Savio Prep for 11 
years. He is also a middle 
school principal in the 
Masconomet School System. 

With Barry leaving, it 
would be ideal and impera- 
tive to have the new football 
coach and several members 
of his staff employed in the 
Wilmington Public School 
system, especially working 
right at the high school. To 
speculate again, perhaps a 
good-idea would be to get a 
handful of former WHS 
Football players back in the 
program in one way or 
another, names like Bobby 
French, Danny Ballou, Joe 
Herra for example, while a 
full-time weight-lifting 
coach for all sports would 
also be ideal. 

Alberts said it's way too 
early to be thinking about 
the next coach(es). 

“We're still trying to thank 
Mike for everything that he 
did,” said Alberts. “Twenty- 
one years in one’program is 
a really long time and he did 
a great job. Certainly it's 
going to be hard to find 


someone to replace his ¢ com- 
mitment and dedication to 
the boys so I really haven't 


thought about who is out: 
there. I'm sure there will be’ 
a lot of good candidates to’ 


apply. It's a great job;<a’ 


great school and I think we 


will have a lot of strongi¢an-. 


didates to choose from.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Coming 
off a one-win season, the 
climb to the top of the moun- 
tain is pretty steep for the 
Wilmington High School 
boys' basketball team. Add 
to that a schedule that 
includes facing 15 of its 20 
teams which are coming off 
a post-season berth and the 
slippery slope becomes that 
much more dangerous.

seat to anyone. 

“We are going to try to be 
the biggest pains in the 
behinds that we can be for 
opposing teams,” he said 
before last Thursday's prac- 
tice. “We want to go back to 
when other teams did not 
look forward to playing is 
because they knew that they 
would be in for it. Win, lose 
or draw, we have to give an 
effort for 32 minutes. We've 
implemented our system 
into different plays and 
styles that we can create 
pressure. That's going to be 
one of the things that we 
look to do from different 
points on the floor from full- 
court, to three quarters, to 
half-court. We want to put 
pressure on people defen- 
sively. Everything we do will 
stem from that.” 

Last year's team finished 
1-19 and that win came on 
the second to last game of 
the season against 
Burlington. The year before 
that, the Wildcats finished 
10-11 and lost in the first 
round of the state tourna- 
ment. That team was led by 
1,000 point scorer Connor 
Bennett, who has since 
walked on to the D1 UMass- 
Lowell program. This year's 
team certainly doesn't have 
any kid who stands in at 6- 
foot-10, who Wilmington 
would run a_ half-court 
offense, set plays around. 

“We have our motion 
offense and we have four 
sets but we have a motion 
that we like and we have dif- 
ferent calls out of it for dif- 
ferent personnel,” said 


Ingram. “I also -have a cou- 
ple more in my back pocket 
and you never know what 
will come up. If the kids are 
really excelling and it looks 
as if they can handle more, 
I'll give them more. If it 
looks like stuff is not work- 
ing out and we have to scrap 
it and go to some other sets, 
that's what we'll do. It's 
always that mad rush in the 
beginning of the season to 
get everything in, but we're 
just looking to progress at a 
reasonable rate.” 

Wilmington lost three 
starters from last year's 
team including Matt Woods 
and Matt Spurr, who gradu- 
ated, as well as junior 
Graham Smith who elected 
not to come back to concen- 
trate on baseball. That 
leaves two starters with Joe 
Gaudreau, who led the team 
with 11 points per game, and 
Danny Gracia as the two 
starters back. 

“Right now the starting 
five would be Cam Walsh at 
the five, Chris Grecco at the 
four, Joe Gaudreau playing 
the three and Zach Richards 
and Danny Gracia as the 
guards,” said Ingram. “Joe 
will be a wing guy and we're 
going to try to get him the 
ball in transition if we can. 
We want to try to create 
turnovers where we can get 
easy buckets. That's one of 
the things that we can kind 
of excel in is putting a lot of 
pressure on people and turn- 
ing that pressure not into 
easy buckets, but buckets 
that are easy for us and the 
way that we want to play. 

“If you look at those five 
guys, Danny was a returning 
starter, Gaudreau is a 
returning starter, Grecco got 
a lot of minutes and Cam 
saw a good amount of time.

TRIPS OF A 
LIFETIME 


For many years Wingate 
has played for the FC Stars 
Club Soccer team and cur- 
rently that's part of the 
ECNL (Elite Club National 
League). While playing in 
various tournaments and 
games across the country, it 
was there when she was 
noticed by the US National 
Team. 

“There's no tryouts,” she 
explained. “They just come 
to ECNL events, tourna- 
ments, high end tourna- 
ments and they scout and 
pick you out. When they 
pick you out, you go to 
camps. It's a big roster that 
we have and you just keep 
getting called in. You have 
to work really hard to first 
get called in and then to 
keep your spot because it's 
just crazy to get called up in 
the first place. It's really, 
really hard work to play at 
that level and to stay at that 
level.” 

In February of 2015, 
Wingate was notified for the 
first time that she was 
being called up to one of the 
National team's camps 
which are held in San 
Diego. 

“J did not think that I 
would ever be called in to 
the US National team,” she 
said. “I knew a couple of 
my friends got called up at 
the time and I just got into 
the ECNL and that was just 
such a huge jump for me 
because at the time I was 
just really concentrating on 
getting a spot on my ECNL 
team. Then I got the email 
saying I got the call for the 
US National team and I was 
just so grateful.” 

During that summer, 
Wingate broke her leg. 
After her leg healed it took 
her a few games to get back 
to game mode before totally 


dominating opposing 
defenses as a sophomore 
player on last year's 


Wildeats' team. 

Shortly after that season 
ended, she was notified on 
another call-up to the 
National Team, this one was 
to compete in the first ever 
Women's International 
Tournament of Gradisca. 

“It was the first time U.S 
played against a Middle- 
East team. I was so amazed 
to even step on the field to 
be a part of history, not just 
mine but for US Soccer,” 
she said. 

The US went on to beat 
Iran, 6-0, including Wingate 
scoring one of the goals and 
one she'll remember for the 
rest of her life. 

“That was just amazing,” 
she recalled. “My (team- 
mate and) friend Leah 
Godfrey got down the left 
wing and she crossed it and 
I was just sat in front of the 
net and I volleyed the ball 
into the back of the net. I 
just thought ‘wow this is 
crazy. I just scored my first 
goal against Iran’. I could- 
n't even have believed it. It 
was So awesome.” 

In the second game, it was 
Wingate's lone goal of the 
game which led the US past 
Mexico, 1-0. 

Then in mid-September, 
Wingate was recalled again 
and this time she competed 
on the National Team in a 
tournament in the 
Netherlands. She didn't 
score any goals this time 
around, but played very well 
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in the team's three games 
including a 3-3 tie with the 
Under-17 Netherlands team, 
a scoreless tie against PTO- 
Amsterdam and a 2-0 win 
over PTO Eindhoven. 

“It's great to see how 
other teams and countries 
from around the world 
play,” said Wingate. “In the 
U.S. It seems like we all 
have one goal and our style 
of soccer is more posses- 
sional. We're direct, but it's 
more about let's get them to 
pull themselves out of their 
positions and then ‘let's go' 
whereas the Netherlands 
used more long balls from 
the back. Their center-back 
would get it and send a per- 
fect, driven long ball to the 
outside forward. They were 
just really direct and 
skilled. We are also very 
skilled but we're more pos- 
sessional. We're built up 
from the back, so it's fun to 
see how other teams play 
and how we can change up 
things and how we try to 
stop them.” 

Looking back at those 
experiences on and off the 
field in two different coun- 
tries over the course of a 
five-month period, Wingate 
said those will be memories 
she'll have forever. 

“I was so grateful to be 
able to go to Italy and to go 
to the Netherlands,” she 
said. “We just had really 
good tournament both times 
and we played some really 
good teams out there. It 
wasn't like 'oh we need to 
win these games', it was 
more like (the National 
team was telling us) 'this is 
cultural and we're going to 
get you to have all of these 
experiences, we're going to 
get better here, we're going 
to compete against these 
teams and see what we are 
made of'. 

“I thought both of them 
were absolutely incredible 
experiences to be a part of - 
just to be in another coun- 
try. It was just mind-blow- 
ing. I liked Italy just a little 
bit better. I did have my 
first (of six international 
caps) and my first two goals 
(in that tournament). That 
was the moment for me that 
I'll never forget.” 


STRIKING A DEAL 


In early September of 
2015, Wingate gave her ver- 
bal commitment to Notre 
Dame _ University. It's 
believed that she can (and 
will) sign her National 
Letter of Intent with the 
school this February. 
Before she signs off on that 
piece of paper, is she sure 
this is the place for her 
after she graduates from 
WHS in June of 2018. 

“Oh yeah, 150,000 percent 
that I want to go there,” she 
said with a big laugh. “I'm 
completely in love with the 
school, the coaches and just 
everything that surrounds 
Notre Dame. It's just 
incredible there the 
atmosphere, the church is 
so beautiful and everytime I 
go there I'm just stunned. 
The murals that are painted 
on the walls and ceilings,. 
It's just crazy.” 

Wingate explained that 
she has been to the universi- 
ty twice and the moment 
she stepped on the school's 
property, her mind was 
made up. 

“The first time I went, I 
wanted to commit on the 
plane ride home,” she said 
laughing. “My Mom sug- 
gested that I think about it 
for a while but I knew at 
that moment that I would be 
going there. A week or two 
later I did give the verbal 
commitment. The second 
time I went, I was just that 
much more excited to be on 
the campus.” 

With the full-ride to ND, 
two trips to different coun- 
tries as part of the US 
National team and every 
soccer award you can think 
of, Olivia Wingate has never 
forgotten who she is and 
where she comes from. To 
say that she's extremely 
humbled and _ grounded 
doesn't even scratch the 
surface. 

“T don't like to say any- 
thing because it can all be 
taken away at anytime,” she 
said. “I can go to this camp 
(in December) and never 
get called again. It's not 
like I'm going to go brag-
